At Councif Bluffs, Iowa, the death 
list stood at five, and. while rumors 
were circulated that more had lost their 
lives in a tornado that swept“the south- 
eastern part of, the city, they apparently 
were unfounded. 

The heaviest toll was taken at Louis- 
ville, Neb., where a cloudburst swept 
away three houses, in one of which 
twelve persons perished. All these wére 
trapped in the home. of Robert McCar- 
ver, where they were,watching over the 
body of Mrs. McCarver, who had: just 
died.

June, 
which is still the heaviest bride month 
of the year, shows 4,741 licenses in 1922, 
against 4,667 1a 1928. “March, which for
